The 
popularity of the soldier is enduring,” continued the Gene- 
ral, “while that of the politician is ephemeral, at best. 
What the soldier did covers a multitude of mistakes and fol- 
lies, as wellas a few sins. An untimely letter may enoff out 
the most successful political leader and lay him on the shelf. 
Under the same circumstances the people forgive the soldier 
and conclade that writing is not his trade.” 

Tue World, whivh is not disposed to believe in colored 
cadets, says: ‘We regret to notice that some of our es- 
teemed contemporaries are abusing the Tribune for rejoicing 
over the appointment of another colored cadet to West Point. 
The World, on the contrary, hails the appointment. Every 
volored cadet sent to West Point is good for at least three 
newspaper sensations in the course of his bright and brief 
career, and he always crops his ears or elopes with the post’s 
funds during the dull seseon, when copy is scarce and even 
the sea-sez pent is not voted a burden.” 

Tux Ovid (N. Y.) Independent says : “‘Rev. Winfield Scott, 
D.D., who bas been appointed by the President as chaplain 
of the United States Army, is a graduate of the Rochester 
University and Theological Seminary, and was preaching in 
Syracuse when the war broke out. In 1862 his patriotism in- 
duced him to raise a company for the 126th New York Volan- 
teers, and he went as its captain. He was wounded five 
times while in the service of hia country, and won the sobri- 
quet of ‘the fighting parson.” He was one of the bravest of 
the gallant regiment, and commanded it in many of the 
severest battles in which he was engaged. He was finally 
very severely wounded while leading a charge at Spottsyl- 
vania Court-house, and after mouths of suffering was mus- 
tered out of service on account of disability, resulting from 
his wounds. He has beea a prominent preacher in the West 
since the war, and had a successful pastoratein Leavenworth, 
Kansas, where he built a church that was a credit to thecity, 
costing $50,000. Daring the seven years he was pastor he 
donated to the church his entire salary. He also had charges 
in Denver, Colorado, San Francisco and other places. Capt. 
Scott is an aturactive and eloquent speaker, and by his tal- 
ents and genial ways has drawn about him a large circle 
wherever he has become acquainted. He is a prominent 
member of the G. A. R, and has always been popular with 
soldiers. He is a vigorous thinker, with remarkable tact, 
and has pre-eminent qualifications for the position to which 
he has beea appointed. Captain Scott was brought up in 
Seneca county, and both of his grandpare:ts were captains 
in the war of 1812.” 

Spgzakise of the recent appointment of Dr. 7, W. Barry, 
rector of St. Paul's Church, Leavenworth City, to a chap- 
laincy in the Army, the Leavenworth Times of August 4,

The announcement of the death of Gouverneur K. War- 
ren, U. 8. A., will be received with regret, not only by his 
immediate circle of friends and his associates of the Army, 
but by a large class of citizens who recall the history of the 
Fifth Army Corps, which was part of the brilliant record of 
the Army of the Potomac. It was a fatal misfortune which 
involved General Warren in the censure of his superior offi- 
eer at the very close of a war history upon which he might 
otherwise have looked back with satisfaction, as well as with 
the honest pride he always felt in it. No man is always right, 
and certainly no soldier; and however the critics may indulge 
themselves with the superior wisdom of the after sight, at 
the expense of Warren as a corps commander, his namv will be 
remembered with honor so long as our war history of 1861-65 
isread. Badeau, one of the most severe of bis critics, says of 
him: “ An excess of caution, a delay in assuming the offen- 
sive, even when ordered, an indisposition to take tactical 
risks, an unwillingness to trust that his superiors would pro- 
tect, or perhaps know how to protect, his advance or his equals 
support it, destroyed the effects of otherwise brilliant talents 
and marred his reputation as a soldier. * * * His patriot- 
iam and gallantry were beyond all question; his abilities were 
marked and his subordination was undoubted, and yet all 
were wasted by this one quality of intellectual, or rather 
moral feebleness. He could not put doubts out of his mind 
and concentrate all his energies into a moment of action, leay- 
ing to others above and below him the responsibilities that 
belonged to them. * * * Once engaged, he handled his 
troops admirably; then he was obliged to consider his own 
command and the enemy, and nobody and nothing else; then 
his really fine faculties came into play; his eye was clear, his 
bearing magnetic and impetuous, his judgment rapid and 
sound; he led his troops in person to the most dangerous 
points, and often dealt blows that told severely. He was much 
loved by his officers and men, and if it had been his nature 
to be content with seeing and doing exactly his own duty 
and nothing more, he would have succeeded, but he saw also 
all the possible blunders of everybody else, and all their pos- 
sible effects on himself and his command, and while his vi- 
sion was thus blurred the opportunity eluded his grasp. Some 
have supposed that at the head of an army he might have 
done better than commanding a corps, beeause then it would 
have been his duty to consider and supervise everything. 
There certainly are men whose ability is hampered by subor- 
dination, but rises into genius when they are supreme.” 

In using the term catastrophe, in connection with Five 
Forks, we do so of course in a sense personal to Warren ; 
certainly it was a catastrophe to him, wounding thé 
soldier in his most sensitive part, breaking his pride, 
chilling his ambition and compelling him to bear the 
burden of melancholy and discontent. Part of this result 
was no doubt due to the brooding disposition of the man. 
This had recently received additional encouragement in the 
justification by the Court of Inquiry of the action of Sheri- 
dan at Five Forks, which is supposed to have aggravated 
unfavorable conditions of bodily health which resulted in the 
death of Gen. Warren at his residence in Newport on August 
8, 1882, He had been in ill health for some time, but his 


lapse coming very rapidly. During the early part of the day 
it was thought that the General's symptoms indicated a slight 
improvement, but towards noon it was ‘evident that ‘there 
was a change for the worre. Between 4 and 5 o'clock it was 
evident that death was near, and at 5.20 the end came. 


From holding the rank of major-general and discharging the 
functions of a corps commander, Gen, Warren fell back to 
the position of a simple major of the Corps of the Army to 
which he belonged, the engineers, subsequently receiving his 
promotion to the rank of lieut.-colonel. Heresigned his volun- 
teer commission May 27, 1865, and came to New York, where 
he passed the ensuing year in preparing maps and reports 
of his campaigns. As superintending engineer he attended 
to the surveys of the Upper Mississippi and its tributaries 
from July, 1866, to May, 1870. He surveyed the battle-fields 
of Manassas and Gettysburg. He was superintending engi- 
neer in the construction of the Rock Island bridge across the 
Missisrippi, and of the Block Island breakwater. He was 
also a member of the commission appointed to examine the 
Union Pacific Railroad and telegraph lines, and of the board 
on the bridging of the Niagara River at Buffalo, and the 
Ohio River, and on the completion of ihe Cincinnati and 
Newport bridge over the Ohio. His aid was enlisted in form- 
ing plans for the construction of docks for the breakwater 
in Chicago Harbor, in bridging the channel between Lakes 
Haron and Erie, in the construction of a ship canal from the 
Mississippi to the Gulf of Mexico, the examination of the St. 
Louis bridge across the Mississippi, the reclamation of the 
alluvial basin of the Mississippi, the survey of the Mississippi 
bridges between St. Paul and St. Louis, and the improvement 
of the Mississippi from the Falls of St. Anthony to the Rock 
Island Rapids, He had been a member of the Advisory 
Council of the Harbor Commissioners of the State of Rhode 
Island since 1878, and had resided in Newport since the close 
of the war. 


The deceased officer was born in Cold Spring, N. Y., Jan. 
8, 1830, appointed to a cadetship in the Military Academy 
July 1, 1846, was graduated with the rank of Brevet Second 
Lieutenant, and assigned to the Corps of Topographical En- 
gineers in 1850. As Assistant Topographical Engineer he 
served in the survey of the delta of the Mississippi, complet- 
ing his labors in 1852. During the ensuing year he was en- 
gayed in surveys for the imorovement of the canal around 

he falls of the Ohio. In 1854 he was in charge of the survey 
for the improvement of Rock Island and the Des Moines 
Rapids in the Mississippi River ; and as Chief Topographical 
Engineer he compiled, with Capt. Humphreys, a general map 
and report of the Pacific Railroad explorations. In 1855, he 
was assigned as Chief Topographical Engineer to the charge of 
the Sioux expedition, and was engaged in the action of Blue 
Water on Sept. 3 of that year; was in charge of the recon- 
noissances in Dakota Territory in 1855-6, and Nebraska in 
1856-7. He was appointed Assistant Professor of Mathemat- 
ics at West Point Aug. 29, 1859, and as Principal Asst. Profes- 
sor of Mathematics on Nov. 3, 1859. He held this position 
until April 27, 1861. Upon the application of Gen. Daryee, 
then colonel of the 5th Regiment New York Volunteers, Gen. 
Warren was appointed Lieutenant Colonel of that command. 
He was present at the engagement at Big Bethel Church on 
June 10, 1861, and was employed in the defences of Balti- 
more and the construction of a fort on Federal Hill from 
July, 1861, to March, 1862. On Aug. 31, when Gen. Duryee 
was promoted, Gen. Warren was appointed to the command 
of the regiment as Colonel of Volunteers. He was engaged 
at the siege of Yorktown from April 11 to May 4, 1862, and 
assumed command of the brigade on May 24. He was en- 
gaged in the skirmish on Pamunkey River May 26, 1862, and 
at the capture of Hanover Court Houseon the ensuing day, 
For gallant and meriturious services at the Battle of Gaines 
Mill, Va., on June 27, of the same year, he reseived a com- 
mission as Brevet Lieutenant-Colonel of the Army. He was 
slightly wounded in the fight, but resumed command and 
participated in the repulse of Wise's division of the Confed_ 
erate Army at Malvern Hill, on June 30, 1862, and at the skir- 
mish at Harrison’s Landing on July 2. He was engaged-in 
the battle of Manassas on Aug. 30, and the skirmish near 
Centreville on Sept. 1. He was promoted Brigadier-General 
of Volunteers on Sept. 26, 1862, and commanded a brigade in 
the Army of the Potomac during the Maryland campaign, 
being engaged in the battle of Antietam. He was in the 
Rappahannock campaign from December, 1862, until June 
1863. On Feb. 4, 1853, he resigned the command of the bri. 
gade and became Chief Topographical Eogineor of the Army 
of the Potomac. He was engaged in the battle of Salem on 
May 8-4, 1863, when he was promoted Major-General of Volun- 
teers. He was Chief Engineer of the Army of the Potomac 
from June 8 to Aug. 12, 1863, and attended to the re-em- 
barkation of stores at Aquia Creek in the Pennsylvania cam- 
paign, on June 14, 1863. For gallant and meritorious ser- 
vices at the battle of Gettysburg, in July, 1863, where he 
was wounded, he was commissioned Brevet Colonel in the 
Regular Army. He was temporarily in command of the Sec- 
ond Corps, Army of the Potomac, from Aug. 12, 1863, untij 
March 24, 1864, and was engaged in the movement to Cul- 
peper and Rapidan. He was in command in the combats at 
Auburn and Bristoe Station, and the skirmishes at Bull Run 
in October, and Kelly's Ford in November, 1863, concluding 
with tho movement, with heavy skirmishing, to Mine Run 
in the same month. 
After the demonstration upon the enemy acro3s Morton’s 
Ford, on Feb, 6, 1864, Gen. Warren severed his connection 
with the Second Corps, and from March 24, 1864, to April 1, 
1865, was in command of the Fifth Corps, Army of the 
Potomac. This brought him into the Richmond campaign,

of Five Forks on April 1, 1865, where bis unfortunate mia- 
understanding with Lieut.-Gen. Sheridan led to his being 
deprived of his command. He was the first officer assigned 
from the West Point Military Academy to the command of a 
volunteer regiment. For gallant and meritorious services at 
the battle of Bristol Station he received a commission as 
Brevet Brigadier-General, U. 8. A., and for gallant and 
meritorious services “on the field during the Rebellion” he 
was commissioned Brevet Major-General, U. 8. A. General 
Warren leaves a widow and three children. 

A letter from Newport to the New York Herald gives this 
account of General Warren’s last hours: 

“This is my last round.” So said General G. K. Warren on 
Wednesday as he quietly and methodically took to his bed. Oa 
Monday, July 31, the General went over to Fort Adams to super- 
intend some work. Ona the following day he ate a hearty dinner, 
after which he seated himself upon the piazza of his resideuce 
and smoked acigar. He dropped asleep, aud when he was aroused 
an huur afterward he was chilled through by the damp night air. 
He went to his room and a restless night. On the follow- 
ing day he became slightly unconscious, Fle rallied repeatedly, 
but his coustitution would not admit of any pepe to the 
few favorable symptoms which were noticed. He remarked to his 
friends that he had finished his last work and was ready to die. 
He was entirely uncouscious for three days. On the day previous 
to his death his brother, acierk iu the Eogineer Department at 
Washingtoao, arrived, and was shown to the room of the dying 
soldier, who was ious. Tue patient partially rallied just 
at this moment, and as the brother bent over his slender irame 
he put his arm about his neck io the mos. affectionate manuer, 
bringing tears to tie eyes of all present. It was found 
to unlock the loving embrace, as the patient was losing strength 
by the effort. As the sun was slowly sinking to rest that was 
mortal of a gallant soldier, an affectionate husband and an up- 
right citizen passod to the spirit land, leaving a heartbroken wile, 
two children, several sisters, and brethers and a host of friends 
to monrn bis loss. His last hours were hours of peace, and he 
met the grim messenger without pain or agony. His last request 
was that he should be buried quietly and without the military 
funeral due his rank, or rather that it should not be strictly a 
military faneral, and he also requested that he be clothed in 
plain citizen’s dress, as he had seen all that he wanted to see of 
the trappings of war. The primary cause of Lis death was dia- 
betes, with a complication of other troubles, especially of # seri- 
ous liver complaint, allof which, in the opinion of those who 
knew him, were aggravated by mental troubles,

The pallbearers selected are Postmaster Coggeshall and 
Mayor Franklin, of Newport, Professor Fairman Rogers, of 
Philadelphia; Captain M. C. Marin, U. 8.

Rear Apmirat Davip McDovaat, U. 8. N. (retired), 
died in San Francisco, August 7, of Bright’s disease. He 
entered the service in 1828, and was promoted to Passed 
Midshipman in June, 1834. He was stationed at the Navy- 
yard, N. Y., for one year, and then spent two years on board 
the sloop Natchez, of the West India squadron. In February 
1841, he was commissioned Lieutenant, and after remaining 
at the New York Navy-yard for about two yerrs, he was as- 
signed to the revenue cutter Michigan, on the lakes. He 
was attached to the steamer Mississippi, at the capture of 
Vera Cruz. He was commissioned as Commander January 
24, 1857, and went to the Navy-yard at Maro Island, Califor- 
nia. He commanded the Wyoming, of the Asiatic squadron, 
in 1861-4, aud while in command of that vessel he success- 
fully engaged six batteries and three vessels of war at Simon- 
saki, Japan, July 16, 1863.

Memorandum of an agreement, entered into in bebalf of their re- 
spective Governments, by Frederick T. Frelinghuysen, Secre- 
tary of State of the United States of America, and Matias Ro- 
mero, Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary of 
the Republic of Mexico, providing for the reciprocal crussing 
of the international boundary line by the troops of the re- 
spective Governments in pursuit of savage Indians, under the 
conditions hereinafter stated. 

Article 1, It is agreed that the regular Federal troops of the 
two Republics may reciprocally cross the boundary line of the 
two countries, whea they are in close pursuit of a band of savage 

upon the conditions stated in the following articles : 

Art. 2. The reciprocal crossing agreed upon in Articie 1 shall 
only occur in the unpopulated or desert parts of said boundary 
line. For tie purposes of this agr nt, the unpopulated or 
desert parts are defined to be all these points which are at least 
two leagues distant from any encampment or town of either 
country. 

Art. 3. No crossing ot troops of either country shall take place 
from Capitan Leal, a town on the Mexican side of the Rio Bravo, 
twenty Mexican leagues (52 English miles) above Piedras Negras. 
to the mouth of the Rio Grande. 

Article 4. The commander of the troops which cross the frontier 
in pursuit of Indians shall, at the time of crossing, or before if 
possible, give notice of his march to the nearest military com- 
mander or civil authority of the country whose territory he en- 





ters. 

Art. 5. The pursuing force shall retire to its own territory as 
soon as it shall have fought the band of which it is in pursuit or 
have lost its trail. In no case shall the forces of the two coun- 
tries, respectively, establish themselves or remain in the foreign 
territory for any time longer than is necessary to make the pur- 
suit of the band whose trail they follow. 

Art. 6. The abuses which may be committed by the forces which 
cross into the territory of the other nation shall be punished by 


the government to which the forces belong, according to the grav-| M.D, P ) 


ity of the offence aud in conformity to its laws, as if the abuses 
had been committed in its own territory, the said government 
being further under obligation to withdraw the guilty parties 
from the frontier. 

Art. 7. In the case of offences which may be committed by the 
inhabitants of the one country against the toreign forces which 
may be within its limits, the government of said country shall 
only be responsible to the government of the other for denial ot 
Justice in the punishment of the guilty. 

Art. 8. This agreement shall remain in force for two years, and 
may be terminated by either government upon four months’ no- 
tice to the other to that effect. 

Art. 9. As the Senate of the United States of Mexico has author- 
ized the President of that Republic, iu accordance with par. 3, 
letter B, sec. 3, of article 72 of its constitution, as modified on the 
6th of November, 1874, to allow the passing of Mexican troops into 
the United States and of United States troops into Mexico, and 
the Constitution of the United States empowers the President of 
the United States to allow the passage without the consent of the 
Senate, this agreement does not require the sanction of the Sen- 
ate of either country, and will begin to take effect twenty days 
after this date.

: | first four days of the march were severe on the infantry, ow- 


ing to the excessive heat, the thermometer ranging from 94 
to 98 degrees in the shade. Only two men, however, of the 
command were seriously affected by the heat, and they are 
fapidly recovering. A few intruding Indians were found on 
the 5th of July, and warned by the scouts to return imme- 
diately across the boundary line. On the 8th camp was 
made near a lake eight miles east of the upper crossing of the 
Big bend. Interpreter Brown and Shambo, an Indian scout, 
found a party of Crees and half breeds killing buffalo no: h 
of the river, and told them to go back into British America, 

refused to do so, were insolent, and warned Brown and 
Shambo to keep away from them. 

At 4.45 p. m. I started with Troop L, 24 Cavalry, Capt. Norwood 
commanding, to compel them to obey. As we reached the river 
they saw us and were soon in flight. We overtook their main 
bedy four or five miles north of the river, and in a brief time had 
gathered in twenty-one Crees, half breeds, a syuaw and two boys, 
forty-seven horses and fourteen carts all loaded with buffalo 
meat, I took from them nine horses which had evidently been 
stolen and all of the arms and cartridges. The arms consisted of 
eighteen Winchester carbines and rifles and one flint-lock mus. 
ket. After which we rsturned to camp, which was reached at 
9 o'clock in the evening. Two Chippewa Indians were captured 
the next day, July 9, and they were disarmed and a horse which 
had been stolen taken away from them. These Indians and half 
breeds were al] turned loose with the warning that if found again 
on this side of the boundary line they woulc be more severely 
dealt with. 

The captain further reports that he had despatched Capi. 
O’Brien with Troop H, 2d Cavalry, and three scouts una 
scouting expedition up the Cottonwood and Woody Island 
The command is in good spirits and much elated 
over the success that has thus far attended the expedition.

Havg the kindness to confer with the depart- * 
ment commander upon the subject of assistance in the work, 
and inform this office at your earliest convenience of your 
plans and facilities. The line, on account of its distance 
from any means of public transportation, must depend upon 
poles cut and hauled by troops.”

FORT SILL, INDIAN TERRITORY. 
Juxx 31, 1882, 


Fvents have crowded upon us during the last few weeks. 
The arrival of the Geyseacter, with its glad welcome to the 
men, followed by no drunks or confinements, has been over- 
shadowed by a series of sad calamities, A telegraph party, 
in attempting to cross Cache Creek near the post, lost their 
wagon and four mules. The sergeant in charge, Elias Col- 
bert, Company E, 24th Infantry, in service 17 years, and 
with an excellent record, was drowned. His body the next 
day was recovered and buried with impressive military ser- 
vices. Next came the arrest and confinement of a stage 
driver for introducing whiskey, the penalty for same being 
two years in prison and $300 fine. ther high for a small 
keg of lightning; but too much care cannot be takeh in the 
Indian Territory to prevent Indians and others from obtain- 
ing whiskey. Next in order was the arrest of a horse thief, 
who, pe brought to post, succeeded, when in camp some 
twenty miles from here, in killing the sergeant and one pri- 
vate, escaping with two horses. The remaining guard, one 
private, who was getting water, but without any fire-arms, 
came to the post, reporting the matter. When he left the 
sergeant was still living, and hastened him for aid, saying he 
would bleed to death. Acting Asst. Surgeon Chase, with a 
detachment, left at once, but returned the next day with 
both bodies. The private, Grimkie, Troop G, 9th Cavalry, 
was shot through the back from rear to front. The sergeant, 
Bush Jolinston, of same troop, was shot in a similar manner 
through the stomach or bowels. Owing to rapid decomposi- 
tion, the funeral of both men took place Monday evening. 
It was very impressive. Each body was followed by his 
horse, trimmed in the usual manner. The sun had set as 
we left the post, and when the last volley was fired and taps 
sounded the full, clear moon rose upon the scene, The 
murderer, uamed Finch, was an ex soldier, having served in 
the 25th Infantry. He wae tall, short hair, or wool, light 
complexioned, front teeth decayed, by business a tailor. It 
is sincerely hoped he may be recaptured. 

We are now 60 miles from a railroad; those desirous of 
coming here. at St. Louis, Kansas City, or Chicago, take 
roads connecting with Missouri Pacific to Dennison, Texas, 
thence to Fort Worth and Henrietta, Texas. We are on the 
rapid road to civilization, and although we do not aspire to 
Zadox’s asphaltum pavements, we hope to have a steam 
engine for water works, and wili take our asphaltum in 
Washington. 

Troop 0, 9th Cavalry, with Capt. Beyer, Lieut. Powell, 
and Col. Henry have just returned from a 200 mile scout, 
over the western and southern portion of the Kiowa and 
Comanche reservation. The camp of Capt. Thompson and 
Lieut. Peirce, Co. D, 24th Infantry, on Elk Creek, was 
visited. They will be in in a few days. Major Morgan and 
Lieut. Black, Co. K, 24th Infantry, will then go out and 
establish a camp at old Camp Augur, in the southern portion 
of reservation. These camps are important, keeping as 
they do a watch on cattle intrusions, and introduction of 
whiskey among Indians from Texas, of which lately there 

been a great deal of complaint. The border people 
ought to stop this traffic, as it is dangerous, and sure to lead 
to trouble in the end.

To add interest to the occasion, the officers and men, some 
fifty in number, now assembled at Governor's Island to prac- 
tice and compete for the prizes of 1882, were on parade, 
doubtless found in the interesting ceremony an incentive to 
their present efforts. Numerous visitors, including many 
ladies, attended, and the presentation was organized and 
conducted in every respect in such a manner as to further 
to the fullest extent the efforts of the War Department and 
the officers of the Army in general, to bring rifle practice to 
the highest pitch of perfection. We shall look forward with 
renewed interest to the presentation of 1882.

A capital 
supper was provided, with abundance of ices, and what is 
of most importance in such affairs, excellent attendance, all 
the waiters being quick, obliging and good tempered. Dan- 
cing was kept up uatil a late hour, and before the last guest 
had departed (there is always one who loves to linger—loath 
to go), the sua had given token of his early rising.

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THE NAVAL OUTLOOK. 


Now that the combat is over, and the smoke which 
obscured the field of battle has drifted away, we are 
enabled to gain some knowledge as to the status of the 
naval service under the appropriation bill for this year. 
Probably no measure of this kind has ever caused such 
an exhausting debate in the Senate as that proposed by 
Mr. Robeson and passed, almost as it came from his 
hands, by the House. The course of the debate de- 
veloped an unlooked for strength of friends of the ser- 
vice, and at the same time served to exhibit a lamenta- 
ble amount of ignorance concerning many of the matters 
under discussion both on the part of its friends and 
opponents. The details of some of these discussions are 
found in our news columas, and the bill itself is pub- 
lished for the information of our readers, 

Doubtless our naval friends will first glance at the re- 
ductions made in the various corps, and there will be 
sighs of regret at the stoppage of promotion. To the 
unprejudiced observer this cut down has long been in- 
evitable; for the last fifteen years any session of Con- 
gress might have seen it brought forward and passed; 
it has only been a question of time, and those who have 
profited by its being put off to this late day are much 
to be congratulated. When the late Senator Grimes 
prepared the bill establishing the numbers in the various 
grades in the line, he did it avowedly for the purpose 
of rewarding the officers for war services ; but old of. 
ficers advised him then that he was making a mistake, 
particularly in the grade of lieutenant-commander. The 
wisest thing for him to have done would have been to 
have brought in a bill at the next session reducing the 
numbers of those originally assigned by the act of 1862.

an idea that they possessed a sort of vested right in 
twenty-five commanders, etc., would not now be feel- 
ing so aggrieved as they doubtless do. While the re- 
duction has been somewhat greater than would perhaps 
have been recommended by the commission which 
would have been appointed if Senator Miller’s proposi- 
tion had prevailed, yet it seems to us to have been on 
the whole very judiciousiy arranged, and it is certainly 
much preferable to the entire abolition of the commo- 
dores and the reduction of the lieutenants by eighty, as 
originally proposed. The decrease will probably inure 
to the benefit of the ensigus, for with so few commis- 
sioned officers there will probably be no difficulty about 
their being recognized as regular watch officers, a result 
which will possibly compensate in some degree for their 
diminished chances of promotion. The reductions in the 
staff corps are also on the whole undoubtedly judicious, 
and we may now confidently look for no further changes 
in either line or staff, and the establishment under the 
present law may be assumed to be the permanent peace 

one. 

Much controversy has been excited regarding the 
necessity for retaining so many yards as we now have, 

and while the Secretary is giving large discretionary 
power regarding the temporary closing of such as may 
best be dispensed with, yet the fact that a commission 

is to be appointed to consider the whole subject, is not 

unlikely to preclude any action by the Secretary regard- 

ing this matter. As the report of the commissioner is 

to be made at the next session of Congress, it is quite 

improbable that he will in any way forestall any decision 

which they are likely to make. It is more probable 

that in view of the decided stand taken by the House a 

report will be made recommending the abandonment 

of one or more of the yards on the Atlantic coast; for 

while it is not good policy to put all one’s eggsin a 

single basket, yet it is undeniably cqually bad to have 

two baskets for each egg. 

The action taken r2garding the monitors is very com- 

mendable and just ; these vessels have long been occu- 

pying room upon the lauds of the contractors, and a 

due regard to the public faith, as well as to economy, 

long since required their removal. The Construction 

Bureau will have an opportunity to put compound 

arm*r turrets, etc., upon the Miantonomoh, which we 

trust will be duly improved, if the finances allow.

It will be seen by this table that there are fewer offi- 
cers provided for now above, and including the rank of 
commander, than at any time since 1840, and fewer 
lieutenants than at any decade, save one, since 1820. 
The appointment of midshipmen is equal to the number 
of Senators and Representatives in Congress, and has 
of course been increased by the new appointment. 
What sense there is in allowing one midshipman to each 
Representative and Senator to supply the requirements 
of our little Navy it is hard to see. Yet the members 
of Congress cling to the patronage, though they have 
reduced the President’s appointments at large to ten in 
four years, instead of ten annually. The President’s 
appointments are usually given to the sons of the offi- 
cers of the Army and Navy who could not claim the 
political favor of any particular district. 

The only argument we have ever heard urged for the 
present Congressional apportionments of midshipmen 
is that which interests members of all sections of our 
country in their proteges, and so secure votes and liberal 
appropriations on the River and Harbor bill principle— 
but has it done so? Are not the oificers of the Navy 
treated as public paupers—more ornamental than useful, 
and every dollar begrudged as one that could have 
better been applied to political purposes. The Congres- 
sional circular has not yet been sent to Navy officers, 
though for the first time in our history it has been 
sent to officers on the coast survey.

more efficient and thorough instruction cf the citizen 
soldier in the art of war. That astep in the right direc- 
tion has been taken by Major-Gen. Townsend, is con- 
ceded by all, dnd he isto be congratulated upon the 
successful results attained.

be desired that they should attain a higher proficiency 

in the profession of arms. A merchant, mechanic or 

professional man, by assiduous drilling and persistent 

instruction, may in « short period of time become a fair 

soldier, but cannot at once be transformed into a com- 

petent commander of men. The officer to whom is en- 

trusted, not only the lives, comfort and general welfare 
of his men, but also the honor of his State and country, 

should be accorded every opportunity of becoming fitted 
for his high vocation, fraught as it is with such momen- 
tous responsibilities, And just here a radical innova- 
tion sugyests itself as among the possibilities that might 
be effected by the State government, and that is, to 
establish military schools for officers on the camp 
ground, under the charge of teachers competent to give 
practical instruction in horsemanship, use of the sabre 
and revolver, mounted or afoot, and also capable of giv- 
ing recitations and lectures-on the duties of quartermas- 
ters and commissaries, on engineering, field sketching, 

logistics, etc. The experiment would be well worth 
trying, and involves but little expense of sending dur- 
ing un encampment two or more brigade and division 
staffs for such instruction, and while but little could be 

accomplished in so short a time, enough would be 
gained to impress these officers with a higher sense of 

the importance of their stations in the military family, 

and awaken a desire for larger attainments. Nor need 

such a course of instruction be either unpopular or void 
of interest. A judicious arrangement of the order of 
the exercises, providing for an agreeable alternation be- 
tween the physical and mental, with ample opportunity 
for social intercourse, would effectually prevent an irk- 
sgme monotony. 

‘The professional reader may think lightly of such 
limited and superficial instruction. It may he well to re- 
njind such critics that skill in the use of bis weapons con- 
fer great physical benefit upon the officer, is invaluable 
in an emergency, and has a moral influence, not only 
on himself, but also upon those under his command. 
Confident in his ability to guard his person, his mind is 
left free to observe the conduct of his subordinates, and 
he will venture with calm assurance upon the discharge 
of his duties. Achieve this and you will have accom- 
plished two things: First, that officer has become a 
soldier, capable of attack and defence. Second, you 
have ‘‘swept the cobwebs from his brain” and given 
hjm food for reflection—taught him that Upton’s Tac- 
tics are not the whole science of war, and that he is 
capable of something more than writing out returns and 
performing mere routine and clerical duties. 

{ But while the State camps for the year are things of the 
past, would it not be worthy the attention of the Adju- 
tant-Generals of New York and of other States to secure, 
ag a military measure, the utilization during the winter 
of the drill rooms and arsenals by initiating in them a 
system of scientific and practical instruction for com- 
missioned officers? All that is necessary to accomplish 
this is some directing hand, with a liberal support from 
the State. The expense would be insignificant com- 
pared with the advantages to be derived. 
| In a word, the enlisted men of the National Guerd of 
New York State certainly are in good and satisfactory 
condition—the officers competent, able, and conscien—- 
tious—but as a rule without professional knowledge or 
experience, both of which they can measurably acquire 
in the intervals of their business engagements if proper 
inducements are held out and suitable opportunities 
given them. Relieve them as far as possible from.cler- 
ieal “‘red tape,” and, if they request it, detach them 
from other military duty while attending ‘‘ school.” 
The State of New York has won deserved credit for 
her efforts to secure proficiency in marksmanship; let 
her now merit the applause of the nation by inaugu- 
rating measures for promoting the efficiency of her 
commissioned officers. It would not require a new 
code to enable her to do this. 





, Tae nomination,of Assistant Surgeon-General Chas. 
H. Crane to be Surgeon-General of the Army, vice 
Barnes, retired, was confirmed on Monday last by a 
yote of 16 to 26. It wasa surprise no doubt to Gen, 
Crane and his friends that he should have received such 
3 majority, as it was well known that Senator Logan 
was making a severe fight against him, and it was ex- 
pected that the vote would be a close one, although it 
was conceded by most officers that he would be con- 
firmed, and it was so predicted inthe Journar. The 
discussion in the Senate is said to have been lively, 

more than two hours being occupied in speech-making. 
Senator Logan, who occupied the major portion of this 
time, indulged in some pretty strong language iu oppo- 
sition t the nomination, claiming that Gen. Crane was 
not qualified to fill the position, He disclaimed, how- 
ever, 0 baving any personal dislike for Gen. Crane, but 





object .o him on theground just mentioned. Senator 
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Logan in the course of his remarks got into a wrangle 
with some of the Democratic Senators, which resulted 
in the nomination being made, to some extent, a party 
measure, Gen. Crane receiving the entire support of the 
Democrats, which accounts tor the gain in the number 
of votes. 

The new Surgeon-General has been the recipient of 
many congratulations from his friends and brother 
officers this week. He entered formally upon his new 
duties on Wednesday. The question as to who will be 
the Assistant Surgeon-General will probably not be 
settled until the autumn, when the matter will possibly 
be referred to the Attorney-General for an opinion, as 
there are several complicated questions involved, one 
being whether or not the p»sition can be continued. 
It is claimed that it was created principally for General 
Crane, and ceases with his promotion. 





A Rumor gained circulation in the War Department 
on Thursday to the effect that Judge Advocate Thomas 
F. Barr was to receive the appointment of Assistant 
Secretary of War. According to the programme he was 
to resign and then be appointed to the position, tha act 
providing that a civilian should be appointed. Major 
Barr disclaims any knowledge of such a plan, and de- 
clares that he would not accept the position if tendered 
him. The rumor occasioned a good deal of gossip in 
Washington, but no one seemed to know how it origin- 
ated and what foundation it had, although it was recog- 
nized as plausible, as it has been for some time asserted 
that Major Barr contemplated resigning from the Army, 
for what purpose it could not be conjectured until the 
report naming his appointment as Assistant Secretary of 
War.

Tue Army Ordnance Office is engaged this week in 
making arrangements to supply the various military, 
monumental, and other organizations with condemned 
cannon, cannon balls, etc., authorized by the recent 
Congress. Between forty and fifty bills have passed for 
this purpose, each on calling fur from two to six obso_ 
lete or condemned cannons. Upon inquiry at the Ord. 
nance Office on Thursday, it was learned that the De- 
partment had sufficient condemned ordnance on hand 
at the various posts to supply all that the acts called for. 
There are still a a large number of bills on the calendar, 
which will be passed if it is found that the old guns on 
hand are sufficient to comply with the demunds.

THorovaes test trials have been in progress at Sandy 
Hook, with Dr. Gatling improved guns, before the 
U. 8. Ordnance Board, for the past two weeks. These 
trials, which have been eminently successful, may he 
prolonged for another weck. Dr. Gatling was present 
during the first ten days. The new feed allows the 
musket calibre Gatling to be fired at any degree of ele- 
vation. The penetration at 3,000 yards was through 
1} inches of timber, and at 2,500 yards (giving the gun 
56 deg. elevation), the bullets struck the targets (which 
were composed of boards lying flat on the ground), 
passing through two one-inch boards and penetrating 
the sand four inches. At 2,000 yards—664 deg. eleva- 
tion—the lullets passed through two one-inch boards 
and five or six inches in the sand. In every case the 
bullets struck the targets point on and retained the'r 
rotary motion. This was proven by the spiral scratches 
on the balls after they had passed through the boards. 
The gun is now being tried at shorter ranges. These 
experiments have established the fact that a Gat- 
ling gun fired at various elevations can kill men in 
intrenched positions at all ranges from 100 to 3,500 
yards. The elevation required for different distances is 
determined by a quadrant and noted. As the gun 
remains quite steady while being fired, the bullets can 
be made to drop at the point desired. The value of 
such a weapon of warfare is unquestioned. Dr. Gat- 
ling’s new torpedo, one-barrelled gun was also fired and 
worked well, making excellent targets at one mile 
range. 
Ligvut.-Cox. T. M. Anpgrson, U. 8. A., has in press 
an interesting work, entitled “‘ Conspiracies Preceding 
the Rebellion, or the True Stories of Sumter and the 
Southero Forts.” The volume gives an account of the 
plots and combinations of the Confederate leaders to 
bring about the Rebellion, incite a war feeling and get 
possession of ths Southern forts ; the means used to de- 
ceive the Buchanan and delay the action of the Lincoln 
administration ; their visiting commissicns, correspond- 
ence, and the strange mission of Attorney General 
Hayne, of South Carolina; atrue account of the suc- 
cessful plot of Mr. Seward to detach the Powhatan 
from the Sumter expeditions, by which Sumter was 
sacrificed and Pickens saved; methods of other seiz- 
ures, and comments thereon ; Fitz-John Porter’s report; 
Scott’s theory; Liacolo’s foresight ; Twiggs not as black 
as painted; Doubleday’s accusations; Anderson’s loy- 
alty. Col. Anderson’s book will prove interesting to 
many, especially to military men and to those who are 
careful to keep well informed ia political matters, and 
it has an additional interest, from the fact that it is so 
rare that an army Officer of literary tastes ventures into 
the field of critical history. G. P. Putnam’s Sons, of 
New York City, the publishers, expect to have the 
work ready for issue at an early date, at the price 
of one dollar, by mail, post paid. 














INTERESTED wilnesses have endeavored to show that 
Washington is a good place for publishing a service 
paper, in spite of the fact that no such paper has thus 
far succeeded in securing a profitable existence there, 
and in defiance of the gloomy record of failures which 
attends the history of journalistic enterprises at the 
Capital. Referring to somerecent developments by Wash 
ington journalists, the New York Times says, somewhat 
sneeringly perhaps, but certainly with altogether too 
much truth: ‘‘ But one or two Washington jonrnals are 
not in the market for any set of rascals who will pay 
the price of their advocacy or purchase them outright. 
The standard of Washington journalism has for years 
been the lowest in the country ; and, with one or two 
honorable exceptions, it 18 likely to continue so while 
public opinion in Washington remains what itis. At 
the seat of Government the plunder of the public Treas- 
ury is regarded as a legitimate pursuit, acd is only par- 
tially discredited by being found out. An atmosphere 
less fitted for the growth of a robust and scrupulous 
sense of public or private morality cannot be founda; 
and the explanation of that fact does not lie very far 
from the surface.”

A. at Creedmoor next month will be the revolver match 
inaugurated by the Army anp Navy JOURNAL, witha 
prize valued at $200. 


As we stated last week, it has now been positively 
decided to mount an additional battery in each regi- 
ment of artillery, except the 2d, which already has two 
mounted batteries, Pennington’s and Williston’s. This 
will give a force of ten mounted batteries. The batter- 
ies selected to be mounted are: ist Artillery, E, Cap 
tain Franck E. Taylor; F, 3d Artillery, Captain J. M. 
Lancaster; F, 4th Artillery (the historic battery, now 
at Fort Warren), Captain F. G. Smith; D, 5th Artil- 
lery, Captain J. B. Rawles. The stations of these new 
mounted batteries will doubtless be at the prominent 
military centres, as heretofore indicated. This addition 
tends, in our opinion, to the improvement of the artil- 
lery arm, although it may have the effect of weakening 
the enlisted strength of the foot batteries so as to give 
a greater number of men to the light artillery. 

Gen. E. A. Carr, U. 8. A., 6th Cavalry, has request- 
ed and obtained a Court of Inquiry in regard to the 
matters in Arizonain August, 1881, which have been 
the occasion of so much publiccomment. The court 
isto meet at Fort Grant, August 15th, and is com- 
posed of officers who were at the time of the occur- 
rences far from Arizona. They are Col. Edward Hatch, 
Oth U. S. Cavalry; Col. L. P. Bradley, 13th U. 8S. In- 
fantry, and Col. H. M. Black, 23d U. 8. Infantry, with 
Lieut.

Possibly it is best that this 
action should be taken, and the troubles which have 
ayitated the officers concerned in the matters to be 
brought before the Court of Inquiry for ever laid at 
rest.

REPORT ON EUROPEAN ARMIES. 


Tne Adjutant-General of the Army has receivei 
from ist Lieut. Luigi Lomia, 5th Artillery, an official 
report, dated ‘* Plattsburgh Barracks, Aug. 1, 1882,” of 
his observations while abroad. A considerable portion 
of the report is occupied with a description of the 
organization of the srmy of Lieut. Lomia’s native 
country, Italy, where he spent a large part of his time. 
This army, he tells us, is composed to- day of as fine a 
body of men, especially in the cavalry arm, as can per- 
haps be found in the whole of Europe. The army 
shows to good advantage systematic training and drill. 
He says: 


In the Italian army there exists a select corps called the gen- 
eral staff which is composed only ot officers who are graduated 
from the military academies after having completed a thorough 
course of studies in topography, drawing, the higher mathe- 
matics, military history, and engineering 1n its varivus branches. 
The officers in this body have rank from a lieutenant to acolonel. 
All officers must undergo a strict examination before a com- 
mission appointed by the War Minister prior to their being pro- 
moted toa higherrauk. All that pass are promoted by seniority, 
according to the wants of the service. But these examinations 
are so ordered that if, for example, there are likely to be one hun- 
dred vacancies in the rank of major within a certain period, two 
or three times this number of captains from the top of the list 
are ordered before the examining board, the successful candi- 
dates being promoted by seniority, while those that do not pass 
are made to “mark time,” and finally are retired wholly from 
the Army after a second or third failure, according to circum- 
stances. In this way men often, who have received commissions 
for bravery or gajlantry in action, not being otherwise gratified 
by education for promotion, remain lieutenants for many yeara, 
but they are never allowed to serve as lieutenants for over 25 
years, for on reaching this limit they are retired—this class of 
officers, on their full pay proper. . . . Every regiment has an 
officer of the so called Corps of Administration, who has charge 
of all the regimental accounts. He pays officers monthly, while 
the men are paid every five days. The council of administration 
for each regiment ists of the colonel and of the two next 
highest officers in it; they establish rules and regulations for the 
administration of regimental affairs. There is found to exist a 
good flow of promotion in the Italian army; officers reach the 
rank of captain between 30 and 33 years of age, that of major at 
about 40, that of lieutenant-colonel at about 45, and officers 
as a rule are colonels before they touch their 50th year. 


Lieut. Lomia also records some interesting observa- 
tions on other armies of which we shall make use 
another week. 





MILITARY ACADEMY. 


On the morning of August 2, the usual quiet of this season 
at West Point was enlivened by a genuine prize fight between 
two cadets, Frank A. Cook and Edward N. Scudder. Cook 
is the son of Nahum A. Cook, of Rhode Island, and Scudder 
hails from Mississippi. The referee was Cadet A. B. Jack- 
son, of Mississippi, The mull took place on the back road, 
between the new observatory building and Fort Putnam. 
Cook seems to have been the victor, for Scudder was so ter- 
ribly used up that he had to be conveyed in a wagon tothe 
post hospital, where he now lies, whereas Cook was compar- 
atively uninjured. The principals and all concerned in the 
affair are undor arrest, to await the result of the investiga- 
tion at once ordered. General Howard and all the officers at 
West Point are naturally much annoyed at the outrage, and 
are unanimously in favor of rigid action on the part of the 
War Department, the authority to make a final disposition of 
the offenders. 

It is not likely that the War Department will take any ac- 
tion regarding this affair. Gen. Sherman, when asked about 
it said it was a purely local matter, and said it should be 
settled at the Accademy. He indicated that it was a trivial 
matter, considerably enlarged by the daily papers and would 
not reflect uuon the service. The fight has certainly 
had one good effect, and that is in reviving the youth of the 
elder graduates of the Military Academy, and le 
many funny and interesting stories about officers who ha 
been there themselves. The general opinion is that there is 
little usein the Army for cadet or officer who won’t fight on 
occasions, and * boys will be boys.”

THE DOUBLE TOPSAIL RIG. 
Mitton, Aug. 3, 1882. 
To the Editor of thi Army and Navy Journat: 


The double topsail rig has proved a great boon to 
seamen, and I suppose you may be sufficiently in- 
terested in recording what I have said of late on the 
subject, as per copy herewith. R. B. Forszs. 


(From the Nautical Gazette.)

You are right in stating in your obituary that Captain Frederick 
Howes was the inventor of “‘ Howes’s Double Topsail Rig.” 

As some of the papers say that he was the inventor of the 
Double Topsail Rig, and as most of the web-footed people here- 
abouts say that I was the inventor, I desire to put the facts on 
record in proper shape. I claim only to have introduced double 
topsails with the masts which carry the upper topsail fidded 
abaft the lo-ver masthead. The steam schooner Midas, which 
first carried the American flag to China under steam; the steam 
barque Faith, which went to Bombay and Cuina; the steamship 
Massachusetts, which was the first American auxiliary steamer to 
go into the passenger traffic to Liverpool, were the first I rigged, 
as stated—the Midas in 1841, Hdith in 1844, the Massachusetts in 


1845. 

I do not claim to have invented double topsails; for as far back 
as 1819 I saw schooners with a topsail hoisting on the head of the 
lower mast, and the next sail (whether called topsail or topgal- 
lantsail I know not) setting on a pole mast; this was a common 
rig for topsail schooners over sixty years ago, aud I dare say still 
exists in the northern seas of Europe. I do not claim to have 


first fidded masts abaft, for [saw in a steamer of the United States 
Navy topgallantmasts fidded abaft, as I think, prior to the Midas, 
and iurthermore, I had a block model about two feet in length, 
which was given me by Captain Thomas Peirce, of Providence,

THE COLORED REGIMENTS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Tue policy which confines the enlistment of colored 
men to special regiments seems, at this date, curious. 
When the colored regiments were organized the moral 
effect of the poser of black men fighting for their 
liberty might well be enhanced by forming them into 
separate bodies; but now that the colored man is as 
much a citizen as the white the survival of this. distinc- 
tion seems open to objection. 

The reasons for keeping up colored regiments as such 
would appear to be—-Ist, that colored men do not make 
as good soldiers as white men, and, 2d, that to open 
enlistments in all regiments without distinction of color 
= cause trouble between the black and the white 
soldiers. 

To the first it may be _— that (if correct) colored 
men should not be e at all. The colored soldier 
is paid just as much as the white soldier; it costs as 
much to maintain him. It must then be manifestly 
wrong to waste the money of the tax pa in paying 
for inferior services when better can be at the same 
cost. Again, if the colored troops are not so reliable in 
action as the white, to command them in active service 
entails unnecessary exposure of the lives of their officers; 
and if these officers are good men and true, as no one 
can doubt, such unnecessary exposure is equally a wro’ 
to them and to the country which may some day 
their services. If they are not efficient officers the 
poner of the people should not be wasted in paying 

em.

. good a — as the — then enlistment should . 
e Open in all regiments, recrui‘ivg officers 

with the duty of selecting - good men of capedien 
This, if faithfully done, would ensure a supply of intel- 
ligent men for the Army, and do away with the policy 
which says to a colored citizen of the United States, 
‘** You can serve your country in certain regiments, but 
you are not good enough to serve in all.” The people 
of the country have made the colored man a citizen. - 
It is time that the fact was accepted in the Army. 
As to the second reason, the writer has commanded a 
company of recruits where white men and black lived, 
ate and slept in the same quarters, and there was never 
a sign of trouble from the mingling of the two.

NAVAL APPROPRIATION BILL. 


Fo.iowine is the full text of the Naval Appropriation 
bill as it finally became a law, omitting only the details 
of such appropriations as embody nv new legislation : 


Pustic—No, 206.—An Act making appropriations for the naval 
service for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1883, and for other 
purposes. 

Pay of the Navy,in all $4,048,300. Provided, That hereafter 
there shall be no appointments of cadet midshipmen or cadet 
engineers at the Naval Academy, but in lieu thereof naval cadets 
shall be appointed from each Congressional district and at large, 
as now provided by law for cadet midshipmen, and al! the under- 
graduates at the Naval Academy shall hereafter be designated and 
called “ naval cadets ;” and from those whosuccessfully complete 
the six years’ course sppointments shall hereafter be made as it 
is necessary to fill vacancies in the lower grades of the line and 
Engineer Corps of the Navy and of the Marine Corps. 

And provided further, That no greater number of appointments 
into these grades shall be made each year than shall equal the 
number ot vacancies which has occurred in the same grades dur- 
ing the preceaing year; such appointments to be made from the 
graduates of the year, at the conclusion of their six years’ course, 
in the order of merit, as determined by the academic board of the 
Naval Academy; the assignment to the various corps to be made 
by the Secretary of the Navy upon the recommendation of the 
academic board. But nothing herein contained shall reduce 
the number of appointments irom such graduates below ten in 
each year, nor deprived of such appointment any graduate who 
mey complete the six years course during the year 1882. 
And if there be a surplus of graduates, those who do 
not receive such appointment shall be given a certificate cf grad- 
uation, an honorable discliarge, and one year’s sea-pay, as now 
provided by law for cadet midshipmen; and so much of sec- 
tion 1521 of the Revised Statutes asis inconsistent herewith is 
hereby repealed. That any cadet whose position in his class en- 
titles him to be retained in the service may, upon his own appli- 
cation, be honorably discharged at the end of four years’ 
course at the Naval Academy, with a proper certificate of grad- 
uation. 

That the Secretary of the Navy may prescribe a special course 
of study and training at home or abroad for any naval cadet. 
That the pay of naval cadets shall be that now allowed by 
law to cadet midshipmen; and as much of the money hereby 
appropriated as may be necessary during the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1483, shall be expended for that purpose. Thas 
the active list of the medical corps of the Navy shail hereafter 
consist of fitteen medical directors, fifteen medical inspectors, 
filty surgeons, and ninety assistant and passed assistant surgeons, 
That the active list of the pay corps of the Navy shail hereaiter 
consist of thirteen pay directors, thirteen pay iaspectors, forty 
paymasters, twenty passed assistant paymasters, and ten assis- 
tant paymasters. 

That the active list of the Engineer Corps of the Navy shall 
hereafter consist of ten chief engineers with the relative rank of 
captain, fifteen chiet engineers with the relative rank of com- 
mander, forty-five chiet engineers with the relative rank of lieu- 
tenant-commander or lieutenant, sixty passed assistant engineers, 
and forty assistant engineers, with the relative rank for each as 
now fixed by law; and atter the number of officers in the said 
grades sball be reduced as above provided, the number in each 
grade shall not exceed the reduced number which is fixed by the 
provisions of this act for the several grades. 

That no officer now in the service shall be reduced in rank or 
deprived of his commission by reason of any provision of this 
act reducing the number of officers in the several staff corps : 
Provided, That no further appointments of cadet engineers shall 
be made by the Secretary of the Navy under section three of the 
act of 1474. That as vacancies shall occur in any of the grades 
of the Medical, Pay, and Engineer Corps of the Navy, no promo- 
tion shail be made to fill the same until the number in said 
grade shall be reduced below the number which is fixed by the 
provisions of this act for such grade. 

For pay of the retired list.. . . in all, $697,925. Hereafter 
only one-half of the vacancies in the various grades in the line of 
the Navy shall be filled by promotion until such grades shall be 
reduced to the following numbers, namely: rear-admirals, 6; 
commodores, 10; captains, 45; commanders, 85; lieutenant-com- 
manders, 74; lieutenants, 250; masters, 75; ensigns, 75; and 
thereafter pr ti to all y jeq shail be made but not to 
increase either of said grades above the numbers aforesaid. Here- 
etter there shall be no promotion or inctease of pay in the retired 








list of the Navy but the rank and pay of officers on the retired 
list shall be the same that they are when such officers shall 
be retired: And provided further, That whenever on an 
inquiry had — to law. concerning the fitness ot an 
officer of the Navy for promotion, it shall appear that such 
officer is unfit to perferm at sea the duties of the place to 
which it is proposed to promote him, by reason of drankenness, 
or from any cause arising from bis own misconduct, and 
having been informed of and heard upon the charges against 
him, he shall not be placed on the retired list of tbe Navy, and 
if the finding of the board be approved by the President, he shall 
be discharged with not more than one year’s pay. 

Pay of petty officers, seamen. etc., in all $2,490,000. For two 
secretaries, one to the admiral and one to the vice-admiral, clerks 
to psymasters, clerks at inspections, Navy-yards, and stations, 
and extra pay to men enlisted under honorable discharge; com- 
mission and interest, transportation of fands, exchange, mileage 
to officers while travelling under orders in the United States, and 
for actual personal expenses of officers while travelling abroad 
under orders ; and officers in the Navy travelling abroad uuder 
orders hereafter issued shall travel by the most direct route, the 
c jon and ity for such order to be certified by the officer 
issuing the same: and shall receive, in lieu of the mileage now 
allowed by law, only their actual and reasonable expenses. certi- 
fied under their own signatures and approved by the Secretary 
of the Navy; and for the payment of any such officers as may be 
in service, either upon the active or retired list, during the year 
ending June 30, 1883, in excess of the numbers of each c pro- 
vided forin this act, and for any increase of pay arising from 
different duty, as the needs of the service may require, $300,000. 
And all officers of the Navy shall be credited with the actual time 
they may have served as officers or enlisted men iu the Regular 
or voluntwer Army or Navy, or both, and shall receiveall the ben- 
efits of such actual service in all respects in the same menner as 
if all said service had been continuous and in the regular Navy: 
Provided, That nothing in this clause sha)l be so construed as to 
authorize any change in the dates of commission or in the relative 
rank of such officers. And should the sums appropriated for the 
pay of the officers on the active and retired lists of the Navy be 
insufficient, then and in that case the Secretary of the Navy is 
hereby authorized to use any and all balances which may be due 
or become due to ** pay of the Navy,” from the other bureaus of 
the department for that purpose. 

Contingent expenses of the Navy $100,000. 

Bureau of Navigation general expenses, $100,000. Experiments 
in lighting vessels of war by means of electricity, $5,000. For 
beginning the transfer to copper plates of five hundred and thirty 
photolithographic charts, $15,000, Contingent expenses, $4,000, 
Civil establishment at Navy-yards and stations, $5,280.62 To 
complete survey of west coast of Mexico and extend the same to 
the Gulf of Dulce, $14.000. 

General work ot Ordnance Department, $150,000. The words 
‘‘ordnance”’ and “gunpowder” in section 3721 of the Revised 
Statutes ehall be construed to mean offensive and defensive arms, 
ammunition, and explosives, the apparatus for their military use, 
and the materials for producing the whole, and also trausporta- 
tion, necessary.

Whether or not it will 
be deemed sufficient is entirely another matter, but it 
would at least seem clear that Congress can not be ex- 
pected to legislate for our benefit, unless proper applica- 
tion be made, and sufficient cause shown therefor. 
I would state further, for the information of those in- 
terested, that it was strongly advised not to advance the 
claim for rank, as it would involve the question of 
volunteer service and might result in endless confusion, 
and, what seemed of more importance, there would be 
found companies with two, and even three captains, 
and mee! not a single lieutenant, a change which it 
is believed Congress will not sanction. 
Hence, the relief prayed for is exactly what has becn 
granted to the lieutenants of Engineers and Ordnance, 
with the exception of the rank, and that service in the 
volunteers may also count ; for Congress has repeatedly 
demonstrated the fact that such service is equally 
worthy of consideration with that in the Regular Army 
alone. However, this matter is, by the wording of the 
memorial, left to the judgment of Congress to fix such 
riod of service as to it shall seem just and proper.

to specify why volunteer service was included. 

The bill mentioned by your correspondent ‘“H.,” in

Ifthe Hon. Attor- 
ney is correct in the stand taken by him, as re- 
ported, and the authorities in the War Department 
—— out, there then remains but one of two things 
for Congress to do, if it really means to do justice to the 
Army and give it relief, viz.: Enact a plain unequivocal 
law that there shall be two lists of officers retired—one 
for age, and one for disability contracted in the line of 
duty in the service.

AN ENGLISH OPINION. 
Jury 18, 1882. 

The co-operation of your marines with our jacks and 
jollies at Alexandria when so many hung back has 
given much satisfaction to the press and public. More 
than that, it is well known that our Quaker government 
was in a ‘“‘blue frock,” as jack has it, at their own te- 
merity or the temerity of the English admiral, so that 
your hearty support has also cheered the ministry and 
enabled them to swallow the ‘‘bombardment of Alex- 
andria” and to support at the same time the loss of Mr. 
Bright. Was there ever such a picture as we now make, 
going round cap in hand to Turks to occupy Egypt 
when it can be done without them by Christian forces. 
I, in common with others, lament your rich country 
does not extend its naval power. Your Congress should 
appropriate more money, so that on an occasion like 
this a fine squadron flying the stars and stripes should 
be present and athousand marines landed instead of 
sixty. I enclose an article from the Morning Post of 
this day which shows the feeling now about your ac- 
tion. 
You will be as anxious as we are to learn all about 
the ugly reports as to the steel tubes of the big guns in 
the fleet, or as regards the guns themselves. I can give 
you no information, none is allowed to leak our. One 
thing I am certain of, viz.: that you are in too great a 
hurry to abandon the system you have now had ia 
course of manufacture for some years. You should sub- 
stitute steel jackets for cast iron jackets, but stick to 
your coiled iron tubes. You should also try Messrs. 
Paulding and Kemble’s proposal of a complete screw 
thread for the breech block entering into a correspond- 
ing screw thread in the steel jacket. This would throw 
the longitudinal strain on the jacket and the tangential 
Strain on the tube. The coiled tube will stretch very 
little longitudinally under these circumstances, especi- 
ally if it is furnished with a screw thread on its outside 
the full length of the powder chamber; this screw 
thread should be half inch and continuous, not separated 
by a space of from 6 to 12 inches. Depend upon it, your 
manufacturers are right; the coiled tube is a better buffer 
to a steel jacket than a steel tube is, especially as the 
latter is certain to split unless shrunk on. At any rate, 
it would be a mistake not to give your home manufac- 
ture a full and fair trial on the lines they propose. Re- 
collect your failures were borrowed failures. You took 
a Krupp steel breech piece and stuck half of it in your 
guns, the other half projecting to the rear, was blown 
away. You are now about to borrow a French inter- 
rupted thread breech lock, admitted to me by French 
officers to du faut de mieux. Take my advice, let your 
own people get to work and then, and only then, will you 
have a fair competition and no favor. Patt Matt.

THE STATE ENCAMPMENT AT PEEKSKILL. 


The 22d regiment, the last organization destined to garri- 
son camp this year, left it on Friday afternoon, August 4, at 
about 4 o’clock. We have given a record of the proceedings 
of this organization up to Thursday afternoon, August 3, iu 
our last edition, and nothing now remains to be told except 
as follows: There was first, dress parade at retreat on Thurs- 


day evening, a ceremony which excelled everything lereto- 
fore performed by the regiment in the same line, and which 
may with entire justice be called perfect. Nothing could eur- 
pass the steadiness of the men on every occasion where it 
was required during the ceremony; the manual was hand- 
some and the officers up to their business. For the first time 
the colors were escorted from the colonel’s tent by a company 
in regulation manner, and this part of the ceremony also 
passed off satisfactorily in every respect. An unusually large 
number of spectators, most of whom were drawn to camp by 
the jele which took place on the evening of this day, wit- 
nessed the parade with delight. The regiment had now 
thoroughly settled to business and was on the right track. 
For a detailed description of the festivities in the evening we 
have no space, let it therefore suffice that with music by such 
a band as Gillmore's, with the elaborate | ge wim made, 
and with tne healthy spirit and thoroug esire for enjoy- 
ment evinced by all the participants, it could not turn out 
otherwise than completely successful. A large number of 
National Guard officers, both from New York and Brooklyn, 
were present. The regiment showed excellent discipline by 
the promptness with which lights were extinguished and si- 
lence preserved at taps, which was sounded on this occasion 
at midnight. 

The last day, Friday, was another day of hard work; com- 
prising battalion drill, skirmish drill and nifle firing, all of 
which were diligently attended to. The improvement shown 
at the drills was commensurate with the general improve- 
ment apparent in all the duties performed by this regiment, 
and let it be ssid, to the credit of those concerned, that on 
this last day guard mounting, which had up to this time 
never been performed with complete perfection, passed off 
without error or interruption from beginning t> end, and 
that for the first time were the ceremonies at the guard house 
perforined in the manner required by regulations and orders. 
Bot, as in all previous cases, no sooner did the beneficial re- 
sults of camp life become apparent, than time was called 
and preparations for departure had to be made. All camp 
and garrison equipage and other stores, with exception of 
two candlesticks, were correctly returned, and it is even 
stated that 36 camp stools in excess of the number issued to 
the regiment were turned in. Does not this pieco of magic 
account for the number of camp stools mysteriously spirited 
away from those belonging to the general staff tents ? 

The regiment left on the Long Branch at about 4 P. m., ar- 
rived at New York City between 6 and 7 o'clock, marched up 
Tweuty-third street to Lexington avenue, and came down 
Fifth avenue to the armory with 10 commands of 14 solid 
files in first class condition, with universal expressions of re- 
gret at being compelled to leave camp 80 soon. 

Of its merit we have given our opinion in our last issue, 
and no farther comment is necessary beyond the statement 
that the regiment kept up its excellent behavior till the last 
moment, while the clean condition in which the camp was 
left deserves special mention.

ENCAMPMENT OF ILLINOIS N. G. 


Tse ist Infantry of Chicago returned, July 29, from a tour 
of one week spent in a voluntary camp of instruction at Chicago's 
Saratoga—Geneva Lake, Wis. The regiment left its armory on 
Saturday of the week previous, with about 300 men, of nine com- 
pafiies, equalized into ten companies. Co. K did not parade. En 
route te the depot they attracted universal attention and admira- 
tion, It being the first public parade since the change in 
command took place, and in fact the first since last summer, and 
it being generally known that new summer helmets, knapsacks, 
and red blankets had been added to the regimental equipments, 
everybody was in the streets to see this favorite corps depart. 
A band of 39 pieces; under the luadership of Mr. Rosenbacker, 
and the drum corps of 16 drummers, preceded the regiment, clad 
in our national red, white, aud blue. The command embarked 
from the Northwestern R. R. depot under showers of applause, 
Col. Fitzsimmous in command, and reached their camp at Kay’s 
Park, upon the banks of this most beautiful lake, without mis- 
haps. The tents were all ia readiness to be occupied, and a well- 
cooked supper awaited them. The indefatigable Quartermaster 
Bell, in charge of a pioneer corps, had prepared the camp and 
given his iustructions about supper Mr. Kay, proprietor of 
Kay’s Park, very generously provided every tent in camp with 
a flooring of dressed boards, so that the men the first night in 
camp were able to sleep comfortably, notwithstanding the inev- 
itable heavy shower. The camp was pitched in accordance to 
Regulations, except that the company kitchens were in a line to 
the rear of the headquarter tents. A line of guards placed around 
the camp only embraced the company and line officers’ tents, 
leaving headquarters, mess teu.ts, sutler shop, and sinks outside 
ofthe line. Just what the object of this arrangement was is 
difficult to see, unless it was tu prevent men from disturbing the 
headquarier tents and their o: .cupants after retreat. 

Lieut.-Col. Knox had severa; battalion drills, which were very 
creditable indved, and showed that even the limited space ofa 
small armory affords facility ‘or instructions in battalion move- 
ments, for the regiment never did so well in battalion evolutions 
as it does now, showing that tue period of the winter drills had 
been well improved. Dress parades were held daily, and con- 
ducted in strict accordance wiih Regulations. A rifle range was 
established and fair scores mae at short ranges. One very com- 
mendabie thing in camp was t!\e prompt adherence to time in the 
daily programme outlined. Tue companies subsisted themselves 
and lived sumptuously. Thursday was.set down for a field day, 
at which the newly organized Veteran Corps of the regiment 
made a visit to camp, and the Governors and adjutant generals of 
Illinois and Wisconsin were expected to beincamp. Yourcor- 
respondent witnessed the guard mount, review, battalion drill, 
and dress parade of that day, and taken all in all they were very 
creditable indeed. 

At guard mount only few errors were noticed. The guide of 
the first platoon did not take iis position on the left of the pla- 
toon till after the senior lieutenant had commenced to dress it, 
and the second platoon had no left guide, that could be seen. In 
passing 10 review, the officers saluting did not look at the officer 
of the day, and when retorming the column of fours the second 
platoon marched asa distinct vody and failed to recover the dis- 
tauce of a column o: fours in double rank. A very excelleut 
scheme was adopted in detail for guards. Each day at guard 
mount twice the number of officers and men required for the 
guard were detailed, one half were immediately after guard 
mount retired as supernumeraries. These were again mounted 
the next day at the guard forservice. In this way every man 
had to go through the ceremouy of guard mount at least twice. 
Information was received that Gov. Cullom of Illinois and Gov. 
Rusk of Wisconsin were prevented from being present, and the 
arrival of Adjt. Generals Elliot and Caapman was delayed, so 
Col. Fitzsimmons decided to have the review himself, with Lieut. 
Col. Knox, U. 8.A., retired, in command of the regiment. Col. 
Fitzsimmons was accompanied! in the review by the members of 
the veteran corps. 

The men iu ranks preserved a remarkable steadiness of posi- 
tion during the passage of the reviewing party, and the uniforms 
and equipments looked in cxcellent condition. The companies 
had only 12 files and were mostly in single rank. There was but 
little fault to be found. The wheels of the companies were ex- 
cellent, and be it said to the credit ot she guides, the priuciple 
laid down for movable pivots were executed. The dram major 
did not salute the reviewing officer until he had passed him. 
The salutes ot officers generaily were good, only three failed to 
look at the reviewing officer and one carried his sword at a ser- 
geant’s salute. The review being over Col. Knox put the bat- 
talion through a short battalion drill, or as a telegram in a Chi- 
cago Daily had it, a “ cotillion drill." It was 88 animated as any 
dance any way. In fact the step was alittle too lively, 116 to 120 
to the minute. The battalion being in line the first movement 
was an advance. The colors and general guides responded 
promptly to the command, and a fair line was preserved. Atter a 
halt continue the march, companies right wheel was the next 
moversent, the advance in column and several changes in direc- 
tion were well executed, except as to distances. This column 
was formed on right into line, with a very poor “turn’’ of the 
first and fifth companies and only fair “ turns’’ on the part of the 
other companies. Unfix bayonets was well dose; after which 
column of companies was again formed and continued to march. 
The column was ployed Jeft front into line in such a manner as 
to draw forth the spontaneous applause of the veterans. The 
echelon of companies preserved excellent parallels, distance and 
step in its approach to the new line, after having executed the 
left half wheel. Another advance in column with changes of di- 
rection followed, in which the guides showed they had had some 
training. A weil done about of fours to the leit and agaiu 
to the right followed. After which “ left front into line’’ was re- 
peated presumably as an acknowledgment to the previous en- 
core for this movement. About face and a short advance to the 
rest halt and about: face were executed, which somewhat dis- 
arranged the previous alignment. Breaking column of fours 
from right to march to the left was the next movement. Some 
company commanders were slow iu giving their commands and 
hence their right fours were more than regulation distance from 
the left fours of the preceding companies, which however they 
endeavored quickly torecover. Thiscolumn of fours was formed 
left front into line, The execution of details was faulty, yet the 
line was well formed and individual errors hidden. 
were then exercised, and if precision in click were the criterion 
of correctzess this would have been perfect. In the firing by 
company division lines were not observed. Neither did many of 
the companies observe the alternativein firing by file. The rear 
rank men, where there «sre any, did not move their feet in the 
slightest nor did they incline their bodies forward, and had the 
fire been an actual one there would have been a score or less of 
men minus their aural appendages of the right side. 

The tents of the camp, while all comfortable, yet were not well 
pitched, in fact there were but very few tents that were put up 
right. The walls were invariably hanging slack or folded in 
pleats, and this feature would bave told any old soldier that it 
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was @ militia camp, if nothing else. The men were not instruct- 
ed in striking and pitching tents, an4 mever knew but 
whet oe tents weve aoaie ple order. To this rule

enough” way of doing th: ge, a tent occupied by Cor- 
porals Lombard and R. iy Kimball, or D0. A, and Gettes tinea 
and N. ©. Nelson, of the Ve »ran Corps,was a remarkable exception.

As guards the men showed a wonderful zeal and ce to 
orders in ite strictest sense. For instance it had been ordered 
that nobody should enter camp after taps without the counter- 
sign; accordingly, under the close construction of the officer of 
the day, if a party approached the lines and. the response to the 
challenge was “ friends with the countersign,” each one of 
tue party had to give the countersign before entering camp. This 
as it is learned,was so started for a joke, but it seems that it grew 
into the established custom. Your corresponden 
some friends, and after responding to the challenge, was told by 
the sentry to advance and “whisper”’ the countersign.

BOMBARDMENT OF ALEXANDRIA. 


U. &. QUINNEBAUG, ALEXANDRIA, Eoyrpt, July 15, 1882. 


Since my last letter of May 18, we have witnessed 
some stirring times, the most importantpf which is the 
bombardment of the forts at Alexandria by the English 
fleet. Reserving an account of our experiences previous 
to our arrival here for the end of this letter, I come at 
once to a description of vur observations at Alexandria. 
As we entered the harbor of Alexandria we passed a 
French transport conving, away Christian refugees, 
while the harbor itself was filled with men.of-war carry- 
ing the flags of many nations. England was represented 
by nine vessels inside the harbor and five, of too large a 
draught to enter, outside. France was represented by 
five véssels, under command of Rear-Admiral Conrad, 
who flew his flag from the ironclad Galisoniere. The 
Spanish flag was flying from the ironclad Saragossa. 
The Italian ironclad Castelfidardo and the despatch boat 
Marcantonio Colonne were at anchor. Greece had two 
vessels, the frigate Heilas and ironclad King George. 
"the Russian flag was flying from the peaks of two of 
the Phi'adelphia-built cruisers. Germany and Holland 
were each represented by one small gunboat. An 
Austrian frigate, the Leudach, also lay at anchor. The 
Khedive’s yacht, Mahroussa, and Egyptian frigate Me- 
hemet Ali, were lying abreast the summer palace of 
Ross-el-Tin. These vessels, together with the merchant 
shipping, tolerably.well filled up the inner and outer 
harbors, the three Americans lying near each other in 
the outer. 

For ten days after our arrival affrighted Europeans 
were leaving Egypt by thousands; the faces of the fu- 
gitives denoted suffering and excitement. Christians 
were arriving daily from Cairo and other parts of Egypt 
to take ; vessels chartered by the British au- 
thorities were lying in the harbor as places of retreat for 
the refugees; and there was one continued scene of ex- 
citement during this period. No one had gone ashore 
from the ship since our arrival, but every hour brought 
some new intelligence from the city—the merchants had 
fastened their shutters and fled; the banks had closed 
and sent their moneys out of the country; the streets 
were fast being deserted; business was at < stanistill ; 
shipping was leaving tor other ports, and the Christians 
but one watchword, “ Flight.” The English had 
the telegraph cable. under their control, having picked 
it up some ten miles off at sea, and were working it 
from on board a steamer; at night the forts and harbor 
were occasionally lit up by electric lights from the large 
ironclads lying outside, who discovered that guns were

the small gunboats were daily sounding in proximity to 
the fortifications, and every day commenced to wear a 
more warlike look than the previous one. 

Monday, July 10.—Duriog the morning watch, when 
the crew were engaged scrubbing decks, signal was 
made from the flagship to get up steam, which was ac- 
cordingly done, and by noon we had received on board 
fifty-eight Christian refugees, including fourteen women 
and two children, besides Col. Long, the acting Ameri- 
can Consul, and his dragomen, two American mission- 
aries, and the correspondents of the New York Herald 
and the London Daily Telegraph. The refugees in- 
cluded merchants from Cairo and Alexandria, with 
their families, of various nationalities, but principally 
Greek, the two war vessels of Greece being literally 
crowded and unable tu care for any more. They were 
assigned to the poop deck, which was curtained off for 
their accommodation, made as comfortable as possible 
under the circumstances, and ha cooked rations issued 
tothem. In the morning the men of war commenced 
leaving the harbor, and anchored outside of range of 
guns; and at 2 Pp. m. the three Americans had also left 
their position inside, ancaoring outside about three 
miles from the lighthouse. The Italian despatch boat 
Marcantonio Colonne was particularly active during the 
day, towing out. no less than twelve sailing vessels to a 
safe position outsicle. 

BOMBARDMENT OF THE FORTS OF ALEXANDRIA. 
Tuesday, July 11.—Hostilities commenced at 7.10 
this morning by the firing of a signal gun from the 
English flagship, immediately followed by a general 
firing from the ironclads and gunboats. Vice-Admiral 
Sir Fredk. B. P. Seymour, K. C. B., is commander in- 
chief. He was promoted to the rank of captain in 1854; 
rear admiral 1870, and vice admiral 1876. The follow- 
ing is a correct list of the vessels engaged: [This we 
have already given.—Eb. } 

The Invincidle, Monarch, Penelope and Temeraire 
engaged the forts and batteries on the western side of 
the harbor, extending from Fort Tsuli to Fort Adjerni, 
a distance of four miles, whilst the Alezandra, Sultan, 
Inflexible and Superb engaged the fortifications and bat- 
teries from the light house eastward to Fort Pharos, a 
distance of 14 miles. Scarcely a secord elapsed from 
the firing of the first gun until it was answered from 
the forts, anda general engagement w= soon in pro- 
The iron-clads lay off at long range, and it was 
noticed that their terrible missiles of death are working 
great destruction, but the Egyptians are fighting bravely 
and making a stubborn resistance, their shells bursting 
around the vessels, although not so frequent as might 
be expected from the large number of guns mounted on 
the numerous fortifications, but one or two exploding 
in rather too close proximity to our anchorage we moved 
out a little distance farther. At 9 o’clock a shell from 
the Monarch enters the magazine of Fort Mara-el-Kanat 
on the western side, blowing it up with a terrific explo- 
sion and silencing their guns. The small gunboats are 
first in one position, then another, sending well directed 
shots upon the beach. The incessant roar from the 
heavy guns is deafening, and the screams of the huge 
shells as they fly through the air, is like the roar of 
heavy thunder. By noon the forts on all sides have 

their fire, and but a few shots are fired after 
that time by the pay Firing continues by the 
fleet, however, until 5.80 Pp. m., when it ceases, the 





Egyptians having fled and leaving the fortifications 
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tenantless, and it isto be wondered they held out as 
long as they did against the heavy metal hurled at 
them, the weight of the shells thrown from the 80 ton 
guns being 1,760 lbs., with a charge of powder of 450 
lbs., the weight of shell thrown from the 25 ton 
guos being 600 pounds, with a charge. of 
powder of 85 pounds, and the weight of shell 
from the 18 ton guns being 400 lbs. with a charge of 
powder of 70 lbs. Flesh and blood could not stand up 
and face such missiles, for the guns were the largest, 
and shells the heaviest, ever used in any warfare by any 
nation. It was interesting, at least. to us on board, to 
watch from the yards, tops and rigging of our vessels 
the engagement going on, and the effect of the ponder- 
ous metal upon the doomed fortifications, and will be 
long remembered by those who had the good fortune to 
be witnesses. 

At noon the Galena got under way and left for the 
Brazile, to which station she had been ordered by the 
Hon. Secretary of the Navy. At sun down all was 
—_ and we retired speculating upon the events of the 

av and upon the number of killed and wounded. 

Wednesday, July 12, at 5 a. u., one of the small gun 
boats put out to sea a few miles and buried the English 
dead, all vessels half-masting their cclors during the 
ceremony; the casualties on the English side being 
officially reported as 5 killed and 27 wounded, including 
2 officers. The iron-clads were struck several times, 
but were in no instance penetrated. The Sultan has 
holes through her main mast and smoke stack, but no 
damage was done to the hulls of the ironclad fleet. 
There is great anxiety to know what is going on ip the 
city to-day, for fires are started in many places and 
wreaths of black smoke are overhanging the city ; at 
night the conflagration has spread till the sky is iliumi- 
nated over the whole city, showing that the Arabs have 
commenced their dastardly work of burning and pillag- 
ing. The sea has been rough duting the day and the 
refugees on board uncomfortably sea sick. The Wipsic 
has arrived and anchored near us outside the harbor. 

Thursday, July 13.—The Invincible, Monarch and 
Penelope this morning moved up the harbor and 
anchored abreast the city, sending several hundred men 
on shore to take possession of the abandoned forts. oc- 
cupy the city, stop plundering, and put out the fires 
which threaten to destroy the city. 

Friday, July 14.—The Lancaster, Quinnebaug and 
Nipsic got under way this afternoon and anchored in- 
side the harbor. A detail of marines under arms are 
about to go ashore for the protection of the consul, but 
as a steamer is about leaving with our mail, I must 
hastily close my communication. We have still the 
refugees on board, and the city is yet burning. 

In continuation of my report of the cruise of this 
vessel, I would state that it was on the 19th of 
May that the American squadron, consisting of the 
flagship Lancaster, the Quinnebaug, Galena and Nipsic, 
left Gibraltar and arrivei at Tangier, Morocco, the same 
evening. Left Taugier next evening for a cruise down 
the African coast, arriving at El Arish 2ist May, Rabat 
22d, Dar-el-Beida 23d, Mazaghan 24th, Mogador 25th. 
These cities are all situated in Morocco, the last named 
being 388 miles south of Cape Spartel. A heavy sea 
prevent:d communication with the shore except at two 
cities, where the customary salutes were fired and re- 
turned. There are no harbors or break waters at either 
of these places, which are built close to the shore and 
surrounded by walls, and contain populations varying 
from five to fifteen thousand. There are no railroads, 
steam engines, telegraphs or other inventions of modern 
times to be found along the coast. On the evening of 
the 25th the fleet left Mogador and parted company, the 
vessel proceeding to the Canary Islands, her first port 
being Las Palmas, in the Gran Canaril, where she ar- 
rived on the evening of the 27th of May, remaining 
there until the 30th, and then proceeded to Santa Cruz, 
in the Island of Teneriffe, arriving there next morning. 
These islands belong to Spain, the Island of Teneriffe 
being remarkable for its peak, the height of which is 
12,000 ft. above sea level. Courtesies were exchanged 
between the Quinnebaug and the local authorities, also 
with a French transport en route to the French penal 
settlement of New Caledonia with several hundred con- 
victs on board. We left Teneriffe on the ist of June, 
hauled fires, lowered smokestack and set sail for Gibral- 
tar, but after buffetiog against northeasterly trade winds 
for eleven days, at the end of which time we were as 
far away from our destination as we were when we 
started were compelled to raise steam and run into 
Funchal, Island of Madeira, arrivipg there on the 12th. 
The French school fleet, consisting of three sailing ships, 
with several hundred apprentice boys on beard, were 
lying at anchor. Hastily coaling ship, we left Madeira 
On the 18th of June and steamed to Gibraltar, arriving 
there on the 17th. Here we received the startling news 
of the massacre of the Christians by the Mohamedans at 
Alexandria on the 11tb, and we perceived a state of 
bustle and activity among the shipping which denoted 
that something more than usual was going cn, for 
transports were arriving and leaving with troops, des- 
patch vessels and gunboats were leaving for the East, 
warlike preparations were going ov around us, and an 
English ironclad fleet had a few days previous passed 
through the straits bound tc Egypt. Taking in coal 
until the bunkers were filled, and having received 
orders to proceed to Alexandria, we left Gibraltar on the 
20th of June, steaming up the Mediterranean until noon 
of the 26th, when we entered the harbor of Messina, in 
the Island of Sicily, about 1020 miles distant from 
Gibraltar. An hour had scarcely elapsed before coal 
was again alongside and was being put on board with 
despatch, continuing until midnight. At the first sureak 

of dayligut next morning we left Messina and arrived 
off Alexandria, Egypt, the 1st of July, when we ex- 
changed signals with the flagship Lancaster and the 
Galena, anchored inside the break watex. 

We give with this letter a cut illustrating the bom- 


bardment of Alexandria which we take from the 
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Two guos in the Alzandra were injured during the 
bombardment on the 11th of daly. one a 10-inch 18-ton 
muzzie-loading gun and the an 11-inch 25-ton 
muzzle-loading gun. The 18-ton gun had got somewhat 
hot owing to the constant firing, and it was found that 
one of the wrought iron coils of the B tube, which is at 
the muzzle ef the gun, had started to the extent of a 
hundredth part of aninch. The gun did not go out of 

and it is still serviceable. The accident to the 
25-ton 11-inch gun was somewhat more serious. At 
about 6 iu the evening, just before the bombardment 
was about to conclude, a shell broke up in the gun, and 
it was immediately thoroughly examined, no damage 


being discovered. Another was fired, and the 
orders to the fleet to cease firing being given the gun 
‘was examined again. It was then found there was 


a small longitudinal crack in the A or inner tube of 
tough steel. 1t was not, however, considered that the 
injury was a very serious one, and had it been neces- 
sary to continue firing this gun would have been used. 
The guns in the Alezandra fired over 420 rounds. They 
expended all their common shell with the exception of 
fifteen

IN MEMORIAM—DR. ©. CARVALLO, U.8, A. 


THERE are griefs too great for utterance—there are sorrows too 
heavy to be rne.as when the loving husband and fathor is 
taken from his devoted family. A more noble, tender heart 
never beat than ip the breast of the late Dr. Carvallo, and bis 
memory will ever be enshrined in the hearts of his patients, to 
whom he was both phyrician and friend. Devotion to duty was 
his watchword, and pever was he found wanting where duty was 
the call. The writer knew him and loved him from early boy- 
hood, when he came from Chili to Washington. He was the son 
of a most gifted, talented man. the late Manuel Carvallo, for many 
vears Chilian Minister to the United States, and his mother was 
Miss Miry Causeten of Washington. one of the belles of her day.
